But the science and family 
and consumer sciences classes offer a hands-on ap- 
proach to learning. 

Between chemistry labs, physics experiments, and 
animal dissection, science courses give students a 
chance to ‘dig in’ and immerse themselves in a class.

Recycling 


Every class has a nicely decorated recycling box that ‘magi- 
cally’ gets emptied every week. But what actually happens 
between you cleaning out your notebook and saving a tree? 
What most Moline High School students do not know is that the 
paper collectors are enrolled in a recycling class. Every 
Wedsnesday during 3rd period, a group of four to five students 
hit the hallways with bins and go to each classroom and empty 
out the boxes. 

The class was originally started by Mrs. Vandygriff anf Mrs. 
Thompson roughly eight years ago. It teaches its students 
manners needed in the workplace and how to follow instruc- 
tions, along with gaining work experience that is vital for any job. 
With these skills, the students get the confidence they need for 
success after graduation. 

Every week, seven 5-foot bins are filled with paper and taken 
to the local recycling plant. From the beginning of the school 
year to January, 1 1 tons of paper had been collected. Eleven tons 
amounts to 187 trees saved. It creates enough electricity to 
power 11 average homes for six months. Seventy-seven thou- 
sand gallons of water were saved because they were not needed 
to manufacture wood pulp. We saved 33 cubic yards of land that 
would have been used in a land fill. 

Only about 50% of the classrooms recycle at MHS, but almost 
all the offices participate. The money earned from the recycled 
paper goes back into the expense of having the paper picked up 
weekly and for the rental of the bins.

College is a big deal and a huge expense to many 
families. Upward Bound gives first generation college 
students a chance to get ahead. The program is 
through St. Ambrose University and most local schools 
have a division. Students must start off in their fresh- 
man year and continue through their senior year. 

There is a six week summer program at Ambrose 
where all the students stay in the dorms and take 
classes free of charge and junior and seniors can take 
classes for college credit. During the school year the 
participants in Upward Bound must keep up in their 
studies and homework and are even paid to do so. 
Upward Bound also pays for any college entrance 
exam, Advanced Placement test, and college applica- 
tion fees. Because of all of the financial benefits, the 
organization is also open to students based on need. 

But it is not all work. All students are required to go 
to two cultural events each year. They sign up for 
various trips to musicals, plays, and ballets. Each 
participant must also go to some sort of college event 
every year, such as a college visit. Twice a year there 
is a career workshop where the students go and get an 
idea of what they might want to major in and do after 
college graduation. Upward Bound gives students the 
preparation they need to be the first in their family to 
go to college.

Building Trades 


There is a lot of work that goes into building a house. 
First the basement has to be dug out, then the house 
needs to be framed; there needs to be a roof, walls, 
plumbing, and wiring. And Moline has a class that 
teaches it all- Building Trades. Students interested in 
construction are able to actually build an entire house 
while under the supervision of their teacher, Mr. 
Strafford. Everyday, weather permitting, the class of 
about 30 students go out to Coal Valley while everyone 
else is attending their morning classes. 

All of the construction is done by the students and 
professionals come in to do the plumbing and electri- 
cal work while being assisted by the Building Traders. 
Anyone especially interested in being a plumber or an 
electrician is able to stay all day to learn the tricks of 
the trade. Over the years the class has built several 
houses in the same court and our very own Mr. Albrecht 
lives in one, along with another Moline district teacher, 
Mrs. Amy Perry. Last year one class built the addition 
onto Wharton Field House. The plan is to finish a 
house every two years with the framing, roofing, sid- 
ing, and the installation of windows and doors finished 
by the first of the year and next year’s class will do the 
wiring, plumbing, and all of the final touches. 

The class gives the students opportunities to get 
into two and four year programs after graduation, 
along with apprenticeships with local companies like 
Chumbley Construction and Blaze Construction.
